The Ttusli county board of review, 
which has been 
in special session 
t since Monday, 
today 
unanimously 
j* approved 
the horizontal 
increases 
put on personal 
property and real 
estate assessments 
in this county 
\ August 2(3, 1019, and so notified the 
state board of tax commissioners. 
The record of the looard proceed­ 
ings shows that after due consider­ 
ation, 
the 
local reviewers derided 
that no changes should be made in 
the valuations as fixed by the state 
board last year. 
This conclusion was reached after 
the board, by comparing recent sales 
of real estate, found that the pro- 
perty 
changing 
hands 
in 
recent 
months had been sold for an average 
of eighty-one percent of its 
ap­ 
praised value. 
This, the Imard held, was vindic­ 
ation enough 
of the state 
board’s 
horizontal 
increases, 
because 
it 
showed that the average .actual cash 
value is only four-fifths of the as­ 
sessed value. 
The board also concluded that the 
new law, under 
which * the special 
session was called, did not contem­ 
plate that it should take up the re­ 
vision of the 
assessments 
of any 
individual taxpayers. 
It was pointed out by board mem­ 
bers That taxpayers had an oppor­ 
tunity last spring to apj»ea'l to 
the 
state board 
where 
they 
thought 
their assessments were too high. All 
t a »payers 
had to do at that time 
was to present 
their 
case io the 
county auditor, and if approved by 
him and the county treasurer 
and 
assessor it went to the state board. 
There were fifty such cases in this 
county last spring. 
A ll 
of 
them 
went to the state board and in every 
case a reduction in assessment was 
ordered, 
as 
recommended by 
the 
local officials. 
The Rush county reviewers nrri- 


ved at the average percent of

praisemont in comparison with ax 
tual sales t>f real estate by taking 
2(K) sales made in the fifteen taxing 
units of thf county.

sales, only ten of them were greater 
than the assessed valuation of the 
property sold. The excess of assess 
ments over sale value in these ten 
instances was $3,066.

Continued from Pare On« 
merits on present day life. 
“None of us is expecting to sur 
pass you,” she said, addressing the 
men in regard to the status of worn 
en, “but we want to move up beside 
you so we can be good helpmates.” 
Mrs. Stevens referred to the five 
worlds in which we live, quoting a 
number of prominent men in regard 
to their opinion 
of 
women. 
She 
mentioned the following statements 
to„>how women’s responsibility, and 
some of them she refuted. 
“Women are responsible for most 
of men’s sins.” 
“Half of the women are unfit phy­ 
sically to become mothers.” 
^No town rises higher than its 
best woman and no town will fall 
lowef than its lowest woman.” 
Referring to the five worlds, 
the 
speaker pointed out that women are 
in the vast majority#as teachers and 
that they must meet their respon­ 
sibility or quit. 
She also showed that women are 
in the majority a~s »Sunday 
school 
teachers and it rests with them to 
give .the children 
of America 
the 
foundation for fheir moral life. 
Referring to the political 
world, 
Mrs. Stevens 
said the women had 
used their 
tongues 
effectively 
in 
other moral reforms. 
Regardless 
of the charge 
that 
women are devoting most of their 
time to dubs and missionary soc­ 
ieties, Mrs. Stevens 
declared 
that 
her sex was still on the job in the 
homes, 
darting and ’ cooking apd 
sweeping.

“However,” 
she continued, 
“we 
have moved omt into the streets. We 
have become 
community 
mothers 
and ha\> a larger control over our 
own civic affairs than over before.” 
In speaking of the last of the five 
worlds, the social world, Mrs. Ste­ 
vens said that woman controls it. 
“No man 
wiH go farther,” 
she 
declared, “than a woman will permit 
him, unless he be a brute, and there 
are few brutes among men. The soc­ 
ial standards of a town are what­ 
ever the women make them.”
